Nor 1s this the only warrant of his Bleffed ReſurreQtion, 
butawe have it confirmed by all the Evangeliſts and A 
{tles, as being. ſeen of them ſeveral times» afterwards : 
After our Bleſſed Lord was Aſcended up into Heaven, he 
was not unmindful of the Promiſe he made to his Diſciples 
while he was with them upon Earth, of ſending the Com- 
torter-to teach and guide them in the way of Truth : 
Thar Holy Spirit, without whoſe Divine Afliſtangg all 
their Preaching had been in vain, for although Paz! may 
plant and Apollo water , yet "tis God that gives the increaſe, 
For as our Blefſed Lord had declared to his Diſciples a 
little before he Afſcended to take his place at the right 
hard of his Father , God Bleſſed for evermore., When 
they are asking him about Times and Sea{ons, he told 
them, it was not for them to know the Times and Sea- 
ſons, which God had put in his Power. But ye ſhall re- 
ceive Power after the Holy Ghoſt is come upon you, and 
ſhall be Witneſſes unto me, both in Hieruſalem, Judah, Sa- 
mria, and unto the utmoſt Parts of the Earth; 4s 1, 7, 8.

"THis Apoſtle, as moſt are apt to believe, was one of 
our Lord's Brother's ; that is, Son to feſpb, who 
Eſpouſed the Bleſſed Virgin. Amongſt the Apoſtles 

he is ſtiled Simon the Canaanite, whence ſome Conjecture 
that he was born at Cans in Galilee, others take him to be 
the Bridegroom, at whoſe Wedding our Saviour turned 
Water into Wine, | But this word has no Relation to his 
Country or Place from whence he took his being, bur 
from his hot and fiery Zeal; the word bearing ſuch a 
ſignification in the Hebrew. Nor do we imagine that he - 
took that name from the ardent Aﬀections he bore ro his 

Maſter, -but from ſonie. Se&t that he was of, before he 


' came to be our Saviour's Diſciple. 


For the better explaining of which, note, That as there 
were many Secs & Diviſions amongſt the Jews,ſo was therg 
one called the Seq of the Zealots, a more devout fort of mety 
than thereſt; and of this Se& 'cis to be ſuppoſed he had that 
additional Name. Theſe fort of men were indeed .very 
troubleſome to the Jews, viz. the Sect of the Zealots; for 
as Joſephus and others well noteth, they were the cauſe 
of the Dreadful Calamitics that befell in the City of Je- 
ruſalem, during its being Belieged by Titus, Veſatian's Son 5 
bat this is no reflection upon the Apoſtle, no more than 
St. Paul's being a Phariſee, or St, Matthew a Publican. 

When he came to his Apoſtolical Office, no more 
mention is made of him in Holy Writ, but that he con- 
tinued with the Apoſtles, till they were diſperſed by the 
Perſecution the Jews raiſed againſt them; he ay s 2 
doubr, applying himſelf to the undertaking his Charge :

by he declares that he was not an Eye-witneſs and Minifter of - 
the word, After he had been inſpired by the Sacred Spi- 
rit of Trath, he ſer forward to Preach the DoQtrine of 
our bleſſed Lord, and joyned himſelf with St. Paal ; 
though Xicephorw will have it, that ' he, met St. Paul at. 
Thebes, the Metropolis of Bzotza;, though in Sacred Writ 
no mention is made, that ever St, Paul was there, nor

Mild and Modeſt in his Behaviour : by his Study 
and Induſtry he got to be (0 Famous, that Conften- 
tine the Great was wont to.fay of him, he was not wor- 
thy. only to be Biſhop of one City or Country, but of the whole 
Univerſe. Baſil ſays of him, thathe is worthy to be cre- 
dited for his great Experience; and Hieren declares, that 


. Euſebius was a great Student of the Sacred Scriptures, r0- 


gether with P.mphits the Martyr, a moſt diligent icar- 
cher of 'the Divine Library. He wrote 4 great part” of

ſtery (of which a Pious man, named Feliz, was Gover- 
nour) he no ſooner Ciſcloſed who he was, but Felix, ha- 
ving heard of his. Fame, offered to reſign him his P! ce, 
as cointing him the moſt worthy to rtake ſo Divine 
a Charge; but he refuſed it ; yet at the pateeary of the 
Society, he was content to become his fellow helper, and 
fo continued, -to the good liking of all Pivus men, for a 
long time, when by reaſon of the hot Perſecution thar 
ſtill purſued him, he with the reſt,. departed into the 
Territories of Siccs, in the Wilds of 4frick., where he 
Preach'd and Inſtructed the People, turning many Souls 


to Chriſt : But even here he was not ſafe, for has Fame 


foon fpreading , his Enemies ſtill purſued him with their 
Malice, and fought by all means to deſtroy him; but 
God, in whom he truſted, ſtill delivered him from Death, 
although they laid Ambuſhes both for him and Feliz ;

Af- 
ter the Death of the Biſhop of Conſtaxtinople, he was by the 
free conſent of the people, with the Approbation of the 
Clergy, made Biſhop of thar' great City; where he 
diſcharged his Duty, to the content of all good Chriſti- 
ans ; yet the Hereticks fought to diſturb him, bur were 
always worſted. | 
His Chief work was to reform the Churches, into 
which many Errors had crept, eſpecially in Bulgaria; fo 
that continuing a faithful Paſtor for about three years, he 
then yielded up the Ghoſt, and exchanged for a better

long time, when as his Abbot cauſed the Monaſtery of 
Clareval to be built in the Territories of Lingores, not far
